Thousands who turned up at the 
‘Western Wall from Monday evening 
through last night had nowhere to 
sit, although the Religious Affairs 
Ministry had announced that they 
were providing extra benches. 

As in past years, the largest con- 
tion in the country was thet 
of the Gerer Rebbe in Jerusalem, 
where 2,000 followers swarmed to 
hear the sermon and join in the 
prayers. 

On Tuesday afternoon, traditional 
Jews flocked to the nearest body 
of water — the sea, a stream, a 
reservoir or, at last resort, the 
kitchen sink — to purge themselves 
of thelr sing in the Taghlich cere- 
mony. At some beaches, scantily 
clad sunworshippers looked on in cu- 
Fiosity and surprise at the Orthodox 
men and women who “cast their sins 
into the depth of the sea” in obser- 
vance of the verse in the Book of 
Micah. 


Hundreds of others recited the 
Minha prayers at the Western Wall 
and continued through the Dung 
Gate to the Silwan Pool.

Rather than take a nap as they 
Toight on Shabbat afternoons, tra- 
ditional Jews studied the Tora or 
visited friends, lest “good fortune 
also sleep during the new year.”

Tuvia found it difficult to adjust 
to the requirements of a large 
bureaucracy, with its rules and reg- 
ulstions, channels and procedures. 
He was the chiki of a pre-state 
period, when, In asmall closely-knit 
underground improvisation, wild risk 
and wilder success were the rule. 

His dream, indeed his obsession, 
was to make a significant contribu- 
tion to a solution of the Israel-Arab 
conflict, the conflict between his own 
people, with which he was identified, 
soul and body, and its netghbours, 
whom he knew and cherished. His 
wish was not to be granted. He left 
us at one of the critteal junctures, 
on the eve of the fifth Israel-Arab 
war,

Rabin said Israel must acknowledge 
the fact that on many issues she 
stood alone and isolated in the 
world. “We shall witness in the 
future unpleasant and ‘non-positive’ 
UN. resolutions from Israel's point 
of view, as we have in the past. 
But we must not be deterred by 
the fact that we are isolated in 
our demands, since 1 am convinced 
‘that our attitudes are right, and 
throughout history the Jewish 
people has become accustomed to 
being a nation living alone.” 


IDENTIFY WITH ARABS 


Mr. Rabin pointed out that the 
Communist bloc, the Afro-Asian 
bloc, and even Europe to a great 
extent, nowadays identify almost 
automatically with the position of 
the Arab states, including the 
P.O. issue. 

Speaking of the next stage of 
negotiations with the Arab coun- 
tries, the Premier stressed once 
more that this must be a political 
stage of talking about progress 
towards peace. “The stage of nego- 
tiations in the context of a mili- 
tary settlement, of cease-fire agree- 
ments and separation of forces is 
over," he said. “In the next stage 
of negétiations the territorial ques- 
tion, the issue of future borders 
will be an inseparable part of peace 
talks.

The grovp, who were joined 
by other young Samaritans the 
next day, said their act was not 
political but was intended only 
to solve their serious housing 
Problem. But they noted that 
they had waited two years for 
the Israel authorities to make 
good promises to help them 
settle on the mountain and set 
up small industries there. 

The 70 spacious houses on the 
mountain, of three to four 
rooma, were mostly built after 
the Ske Day War, help 
from -the Military Government.

HADERA. — A Soviet Jew who 
was sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment in the 1970 Leningrad 
Bijack affair arrived in Israel early 
on Monday morning to join his wife 
and 12-year-olkl son here. They had 
come in 1971. 

Mendel Budna, who served out his 
full term, was imprisoned in Mor- 
dovia near the ill-famed Potma 
labour camp. 

He told “Itim” that the first of 
hig many applications to immigrate 
to Israel was turned down in 1964. 
Then he heard about the Zalmanson- 
Krznctreov group's plans to leave 
from Leningrad airport on June 15, 
1970 and joined in. The group was 
arested a few yards away from the 
plane. 

Budna said he believed he only 
mot a four-year sentence because he 
had so many Close relatives in Is- 
rael and had made such consistent 
efforts to join them over the years, 

In Mordovia prison, where he wes 
the only Jew among common cri- 
minals, he was frequently roughed 
up by the other inmates. He showed 
Ttim's reporter scars from wounds 
which his cellmates inflicted on him. 

He sald that shortly before his 
release a EK-G.B. man came to him 
specially and hinted to him not to 
talk too much when he got to Is- 
rael “because many other members 


of the Leningrad group are still in 
prison.” (Itim)

BONN URGES PARTNERS 
‘TO LIVE MODESTLY’ 


BONN (UPI). — Other Europeans 
battered by inflation should not 
count on relief from their “rich 
cousins on the Rhine,” but must 
learn to live within their own means, 
‘West German Finance Minister Hans 
Apel told Parliament yesterday. 


Apel noted that West Germany 
holds Θ0 per cent of the nine-nation 
European Community's foreign ex- 
change reserves, and continues to 
achieve record trade and payments 
surpluses while the other eight 
battle deficits. 


“All this has caused us to be 
unjustly viewed by some of our 
Huropean partners as the rich cou- 
sins on the Rhine,” Apel said. “And 
I do not need to emphasize that 
this reputation easily can awaken 
greed.” 


Some Europeans already show 
signs of trying to solve their own 
problems at the expense of thelr 
neighbours, Apel said, noting some 
may even achieve short-term relief 
on the home front. 

“But right then is when the dan- 
ger threatens that, through stupidity 
and shortsightedness, we manoeuvre 
ourselves into a world-wide reces- 
sion, whose whirlpool no one can 
escape,” the Finance Minister said. 

Apel said payments deficits of 
other Europeans resulted not only 
from the explosive increase in the 
Price of imported oil, but 4189 in 
Part because of the economic poli- 
cies followed by the various govern- 
ments.

U.S. protecting

VIENNA (AP).—Mrs. Dixy Lee 
Ray, chairman of the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Agency, said on Tuesday 
the U.S. has taken action to keep 
nuclear materials from getting 
into the hande of terrorists. 


“In the face of terrorist acti- 


vitles in y places of the 
world” the U.S. has “enhanced 
significantly” the security of 


nuclear materials, she said in ap 
address before the 18th general 
Conference of the East-West 
“Atoms for Peace" International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA). 

She stressed it would be unwise 
to give widespread publicity to 
the detailed security plans, She 
urged other nations to follow the 
American example. 


Shazli denies 
he criticized

CAIRO (Reuter). — Egypt's am- 
bassador to London, General Sa'ad 
e-Din Shozli, has denied reports 
that he levelled serious accusations 
against his country's leadership over 
its conduct of the Yom Kippur 
Wer, and he Is now expected to re- 
turn to his post in Britain. He was 
recalled to Cairo for what were 
described a8 “consultations” after 
eccusations were attributed to him 
in this regard. 

The pro-Libyan Beirut newspaper 
“As-Safir” last month reported what 
it sald were statements made by 
Genera! Shazli at a meeting of the 
Arab Students Federation in Bri- 
tain. The ambassador was subse- 
quently summoned home by Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi. 

In an interview with the editor 
of the Cairo daily “Al-Alhbar” 
Moussa Sabri, General Shazli denied 
the “As-Safir” report that he had 
accused the Egyptian politica] lea- 
dership of retreating from its stra- 
tegy during last October's war, a 
step which led to the Israelis taking 
land west of the Suez Canal. 

“Attributing these words to me 
48 ἃ conspiracy against me. Can 
any person imagine that I would 
level an accusation against the poli- 
tical leadership in my country, ac- 
cusing it of retreating?” 

General Shazli was Egyptian Chief 
of Staff during the October War. 
He was raplaced by General Mo- 
hammed Abdel-Ghani Gamasai short- 
ly after the war, because his views 
on how the Israeli bulge could be 
eliminated differed from those of 
the majority of the army command- 
ers.

Substitute materials 
would be cheaper than natural 
tobacco, and could help to over- 
come shortages of the natural ma- 
terial which may arise in the next 
few years. The prospect of tobacco 
shortages, however, has not deter- 
red one German company from 
treading a totally different path in 
the search for a safer cigarette. 


One of the problems of- making 
Cigarettes less harmful to health, 
but at the same time still accept- 
able to the consumer, lies in the 
complex chemistry of tobacco 
combustion. Natural tobacco, ag 
well as containing the drug nico- 
the, which gives smokers their 
Kick, contains thousands of indi- 
vidal, complex chemical sub- 
stances. Many of these, when burn- 
ed, produce tarry materials which 
are believed to be a major factor 
in damaging the health of smokers.

The applicants brought a suit in 
1952 against the dents in con- 
nection with land situated in East 
Jerusalem. The court of first in- 
stance handed down a _ decision 
against which the respondents ap- 
pealed to the Jordanian Court of 
Appeals in East Jerusalem. During 
the course of the appeal it came to 
the knowledge of the Court of Ap- 
peals that settlement proceedings 
with respect to the land in question 
had commenced. The Court of Ap- 
peals thereupon ordered the matters 
to be referred to the Jordanian 
Settlement Court. Proceedings in 
this court had not been completed 
when the Six Day War broke out. 


‘When the applicants were inform- 
ed that the Israeli authorities did 
not intend to complete settlement 
proceeding pending at the time the 
war broke out, they applied to the 
Supreme Court to complete the 
appeal proceedings and hand down 
a decision on the case. 

All the litigants — except one, who 
is av absentee — are residents of 
East Jerusalem.

In opting for the second of these 
arguments, Justice Berinson noted

menced but not completed by the 
Jordanian Land Settlement Court, by 
virtue of section 25 of the Legal and

Law, 1970,'and rules two and four

This was because 
Syria might be inclined to regard 
war against Israel as the sole alter- 
native to the status quo in its rela- 
tions with Israel and the current 
demarcation lines. He was inclined 
to believe that any diplomatic pro- 
gress with Egypt might curb Syria 
and reduce the area of confrontation 
between Israel and the Arab world.
